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Ceremony at Droop 
Mountain 

It was more like *Drip" 
Mountain than Droop Mountain 
Saturday afternoon but the weather 
didn't keep a small but interested 
group from enjoying the re¬ 
dedication of two monuments at 
the Droop Mountain Battlefield 
State Park, 

The monuments are in memory 
of two members of Co, F of the 
Tenth West Virginia Mounted 
Infantry, Orderly Sgt. John D. S. 
Baxter and Lt, Henry Bender. The 
Tenth West Virginia was one of 
the two units sent by General 
Averell to launch the surprise 
attack on the Confederate left flank 
during the Battle of Droop 
! Mountain, Sgt. Baxter was the 
first Union soldier to cross the 
Confederate line and was fatally 
wounded at the spot where his 
monument stands. Lt. Bender was 
the commanding officer of Co. F 
| during the battle and was slightly 
j; injured. 

; The majority of men in Co. F 
; were from Braxton County where 
1 the company was organized in early 
I 1862. The Tenth West Virginia 
; served in West Virginia and in the 
TL Valley of Virginia during most of 
the war. In the last few months of 
the war the regiment was pan of 
Gen. Grant’s army and was at 
Appomattox Court House when J 
Gen. Lee surrendered. U. Bender I 
served with Co. F from its I 
organization until it was disbanded 1 
in 1865, He returned to Braxton 
County and lived there until his 
death in 193 L

The two monuments were 
placed at the park in about 1929 
and over the years have suffered 
from the elements. Each i 
monument contained a photo of the 
man honored and these had gotten 
in particularly bad shape.

The 
first two are pan of the Seventh 
West Virginia Infantry and the last 
two belong to the Sixth Virginia 
Cavalry. Both groups are re¬ 
organizations of actual Civil War 
units. Neither one fought at Droop 
Mountain, however. i 

The soldiers fired a volley as 
pan of the re-dedication ceremony 
and discussed various aspects of the 
Civil War with those visiting the 
park Saturday, They expressed the 
hope that more Jiving history’ 1, 
activities will be done at the park 
in the future including battle re¬ 
enactments.
